YptoAMpES OF.THB MooN.— Th^^tiibajt 
prominent instauoo of supposed lunar 
change on the surface of tho moon is 
that of tho crater Linno. On tho 
northwest quadraut of the moon, near 
tbo centre of a level tract about 430 
miles in diameter, there is a bright 
crater called Bessel, nearly 11 miles iu 
diameter, with circular wall rising 4,- 
COO above the interior, and about 1,- 
GOO feet above the surrounding plain. 
Scattered over this plain are a few 
small craters, some 2|',m!iles'ia diame- 
ter, with walls about 300" feet high. 
]!7ear tts^ eastern centre an eminent 
seienographer named Lohram placed 
a distinct, bright crater about five 
miles in diameter, which he described 
as beiog, after Bessel, the most cou- 
spiouous object oa this^troot of level 
ground. Ten years latier our greatest 
- selenogrnpher, Baron Von Madler.cou- 
Smed Lohrman's observations, and 
made this crater a subject of special 
duty, naming; it Liune. In the draw- 
ings of Suhmidt, who was about this 
time makiug lunar observations of this 
particular part of the moon, Linne is 
shown as a deep crater corresponding 
with the description of Lohrman and 
Madler.— Popular Science Monthly

THE WAR NEWS. 

The EussiahB ara advanwng on con- 
Btantinople by two routes— one througli 
Asia, and the other through Eoumftninon 
the European side of tbo Black Sen. 
These movements would nppoar to have 
been anticipated by tho Turks, since we 
find that tho advanc«-guaid of tbo Eus- 
sian army in Asia Minor has been at- 
tacked and its onward march obcoked 
momentarily; and that Hobart Pasha (tbo 
whilom English Captain and proaeut 
Turkish Admiral) has entered the Dan 
nbo to support tho movements of the 
Turkish army of tho north, which num- 
bers About 400,000 man. The result of 
the Servian war proyed that tho Turks 
are better fighters, than was supposed. 
They will offer a stubborn rosistanco to 
the advance of the Euss; but numerically 
thoy are weak, and their vesonrces limit- 
ed. The'Eussians, on the contrary, have 
1,218,000' men who can be thrown into 
Turkey, but they have only 9 men-of-war 
in the'Black Soa. Still the naval super- 
iority of tho Turks is moro than met by 
tho prepoaderauco of tho Russians on 
land. No doubt the "staying powers" of 
tho EuBsiana and tlio diesatl'ectiou of tho 
Christian populations of tho ProYiuccs 
•will enable them to ovcriun a largo por- 
tion o'. Turkey, unless some other Townr 
should interve le. The capture of Con- 
stantinople -would bo a mora difficult task 
than the capture of Provinces where tbo 
popular feeling is hostile to tho ruler. 
Single-handed the Turks could withstand 
Buccessf uUv a long siege at Constantino- 
ple. It is "improbable that the present 
Czar counts on the complete subjugation 
of the Moslem as tho issue of the cam- 
paign of 1877. The Provinces that lie bo- 
.tween St. Petersburg and Constantinoplo 
may be said to be uo many milestones that 
mark tbo path of the Czar. Each Pro 
vince gained is another mile— another 
stage of tho journey accomplished. Should 
Koumania and Bulgaria be won a3 the 
net result of the war, the Czar can well 
afford to pause and prepwre^arna)*^ start- 
ing-point for his suQoesaoJtl ''\ . 



CAH^ADIAN PACIFIC RAILWAY. 

In another column of this issue will be 
found a synopsis of the progress report 
of the Chief Engineer of the Canadian 
Pacific Eailway. A great deal of valuable 
information an to the various routas 
through British Columbia is jfarnishad. 
The diflSculties at first enoouiitarea on the 
Homatbco eanyons have been greatly re- 
duoed by more recent surveys, and a prac- 
tioable route with bat two milM,bf tunnel, 
and tha heaviest gradient of -which is 
105^1 feet to tho mile for a distanc* of 
miles, and costing bul §33,000,000, 
has been discovered to terminate at Wad- 
dington Harbor. A iiue built from 
Burrard Inlet, it is estimated, will cost 
338,000,000. It would have tha advantage 
of easy gradients; but tha work would be 
boavy. If the intention be to terminate 
an unbroken line of rail'vay on Vancouver 
Island the Cbief Engineer says the No. 
6 route ^ria Bute) must bo adoped. But 
if the object of the Government bo to roach 
'■ a good harbor on tho Pacific without hav 
ing regard to other considerations, then 
Burrard Inlet must be tho route. Stress 
is laid on the fact that the Beacommuuica 
tioDS of a route terminating at Burrnrd 
Inlet would be iinhlo to interruption in 
case of war; and that a lino built along 
tho Frascir could bo easily deatroyed by a 
force from tho American aide. Tho danger 
to sea-communication, however, Jlr. 
Fleming sajs, would bo obviated by the 
construction of a lino across Vancouvor 
Island were tbo navigation of tba Gulf of 
Georgia protected by war vassals. East 
of the mountains the line is practically 
located for a diatauco of l.OiG miles, and 
787 miles of telegraphic lino li.as been con- 
Btructed. It is satisfactory to know that 
the survoys are npproachiug completion, 
and that the choics of a route cannot be 
delayed beyond the present session. It 
" also, seems liighly ;probable that, which - 
^ ever 'route maiy be bhosen, the Tsland will 
get its line of road as- a matter of neces- 
sity. - 

DEFENCELESS. 

In the event of Great Britniu dcclnring 
war against Eussia, wo wish to again di- 
rect tho attention of tho authoritiou to the 
fact that tlio sea-const of this Province 
will bo defouceless. The Eussiau war-vos-

taken to materially increase the" -Naval 
, forces on this station. It is said tlio Shah 
'•■with tho Admiral is oxpci'tcd in July; but 
ono warship cannot wiUcli and protect the 
long coast-Jino of British Coluinbiu and 
Vancouvor Island. Tho nttontion of tlio 
Imperial Government aiiould ba again di- 
■reoted to this remote bntjmportant quar- 
ter of Her Majesty's posBeSKiops. . 



Canadian Mail. 

(Far Bteamshlp North P»oia«.) 

OrriwA, April 15.— Mr. Speaker An- 
glin appeared befOi-e the Election and 
Privileges Committee to-day, delivering 
qnito a long speech in defence of his hav- 
ing accepied printed contracts from the 
Government.

Cache Creek Boarding School— A Card. 

Cache Cheek, April 22, 1877. 
Editor Colokist: — Dear Sir, — Having 
seen a letter in your weekly edition of tho 
18th inst., signed by 0. A. Scmlin, and 
being a resident of Cache Creek would 
you kindly permit the following to ap- 
pear in your next .weekly issue. .,t^^ . 

Mr. Somlin in his letter makes several 
assortiouH anil oasts a groat many insinuA- 
tious against the oflicials who luiva had 
charge of tho Oacho Ci'oek acliooi for the 
past few mouths. Tho first might bo 
passed over in silence; but tho second is 
BO charactoristic of the individual who 
makes them, that it is impossible to allow 
the public to remain in ignorance of tho 
true state of affairs. 

There is a great deal of truth iu the old 
proverb that '-what is bred in tho bono 
will come out iu tho flosh," Did the peo- 
ple of Victoria know tho iminorni coutli- 
tion of tho aocial rehitiouB of some of tho 
principal settlers at Oocho Crook thoy 
would not bo surprisoj at the immorality 
of tho children, which the late so».ndal 
has made public. 

Tho Deputy Suporinfondent is correct 
in sajrieg that the condition of tho ohil- 
•Iron. is duo to "horjie influence' and the 
examples sot them by thair parents. Iu 
trutii, the majority of them aro born ana 
bred iu au immoral atmosphere, and what 
elsa cau you expect from tha children ? 
Mr. Somliu is very quick at finding out 
immoralities and in anggeating remedies. 
"Charity begins ut homo." Let it do so 
in this case. 

The greatest number of the children at 
school are huli-breoda and if thoy do not 
get exceptional home training are, ua the 
San Erancisco liulletin remarks, liable to 
make anything but trustworthy members 
of society, and I think I am correct in 
Baying that tho exceptional liomo training 
haabeen.anything but,x,tlie\>rule at and 
around Cache Creek. 

Mr. Semlin insinuates that the officials 
have been bo busy, onu with tho other, aa 
to bo utterly oblivious of evanta that were 
taking place around, them. Tbis charge 
is a very atrange one, OS Mr. Semlin, with 
the other tru.stees. wero unanimous in de- 
claring (ilidrtiy.before the late affair) that 
th» school could not be carried on under 
better munagement than it was at that 
time. 

The rpsignation, or dismissal, of the 
teacher and mutrou was not decided upon 
on account of the Inte irregularities, but 
because they would not lower themselves 
in tho social scale and bring thomnelves 
to tho same degrading level as tho folks 
around them. Ho alao says ho i:\ tired of 
"parlor Huporvi.siou." Did Mr. Semlin 
over troubln himself to soe whether 
parlor Huporvision was rll that the chil- 
dred wtro under? No, not ho; but he was 
sotaken up witli his own family alFairs 
that when tliis affair became public ho has 
to vent his spleen by putting in hia letter 
throe ridiculous words: ''Sitting in tha 
parlor, looking pretty, won't fill tho bill." 
Ho must be very ignorant of th« social 
relations of man and wife in civilized 
communities or ho would never have made 
such a foolish roniurk. What a pity it 
was not made in public, so that the poor 
ninc9mi)oop could have laughed at it. It 
is so clover. Can Mr. Semlin say that the 
girls wore better looked after at any time 
than thuy wero under Mrs. Irwin, 
cBpeciftlly iu the matter of eleanli- 
nesH? I think not, evsn under the 
clmrge of his protege, Mrs. Schubert. 
Ah I mid before, the dismissal of the 
teachor and matron was owing more to a 
ffluiing of ])ique than ju8ticn,and the com- 
inoiicomont of it was through Mr. and 
Mrs. Irwin refusing to attend a ball that 
was got up under tho superviaion of a 
gentleman who has absolute (though not 

nominal) coutiol of the aVuetoes. In 

fact, he can lead them just where ho sees 
fit. The same gentleman openly mada tho 
remark that if they wore too good to go 
to a ball they wore too good to touch his 
children, he consequently withdrew them 
Ijojore knowing anything of tho late scan- 
to pbcQ in the position of matron, and 
qiiilo!|is oBHy to explain tho cause of his 
so doing. Suflioioui, to say that by bo do- 
ing lie ia pandering to the wishes of 
others. 

Of ono thing I am convinced, that wore 
Mr. Somlin's Boeial relations snch ns ad- 
iiii:ted of Ills tukiiiK tlio place of teacher 
ho would certainly have done so before 
now; but luckily or unfortunately, as the 
caso may bo, thoy do not, and therefore 
he vents hia jealousy in tho sarcasm of 
the sentence "sitting in the parlor look- 
iug pretty don't fill the bill."

tho locating of ctcessivoly largo num- 
bers of French troops, especially cav- 
alry and artillery between Paris and 
the Gorman frontier, a moasura which 
Germany would, sooner or lator.bo ob- 
liged to reciprocate. In Franco the army 
svas tho pride of all political parties, 
its defeats were forgotten and its fu- 
tiuo was regarded with uonlidouce . In 
Germany tliove was a marked disposi- 
tion to be niggardly toward tho army. 
Tho now captaincies proposed were in- 
tended to prepare 12'i important offi- 
cers in peace for the work they would 
hti.vo to do in war. Depend upon it 
tlieso captains would have very little 
spare time for amusement if thoy were 
appointed. 

rAHis, April 25.— Tho papers express 
an opinion that General Von Moltko's 
deolaralionain the German Parliament 
yesterday were not intended as hostile • 
to Franco. 

Bicur.iN, April 25. — Von Moltke's 
speech atlracta as much attention as 
tho liuBsian manifeato. It is generally 
assumed that he intended to tell the 
French that Germany is watching their 
armaments; that she cannot conceive 
their immense military efTorts to aim 
at anything else save revungo at tho 
iirst opportunity, and warning her that 
Germany will not allow her to profit 
by thoOiieiital troubles for the possi- 
blo puisuit of auti-Teatonio plans. 

Bnai-iN, April 20.— In the Reichstag to- 
day Gouoral Von Moltko explained his 
speecli, wheri3 he spoke of tlie compen- 
satory measures wbioh must sooner or 



it; but wo do not interpret his speech as 
moaning anything more than tho resolu- 
tion of a strong man armed to hold his 
own poaoe.It does not deprive us of a hope 
that tho present war will remain local- 
ized, but it ia sore provocation to despair. 

Vienna, Ajjril 25. — Tho Turks crossed 
the Danuba to-day at savoral points and 
sent oat flying corps to destroy railways 
before the advance of the Russians. Grand 
Duke Miohael has 'chosen' Erivan as the 
headquarters of the "Oanoassian army. A 
war manifesto is publised there. 

Tho Czar sent to the Emperor of Aus- 
ria an autograph letter repeating the 
assurances that Russia wishes no annexa- 
tion. 

A Berlin despatch reports that thn 
powers will probaly "° attempt at 

medittiiou until one or two serious engage- 
ments have been fought on the Danube. 
It iaoertaih that 'Germany will tidce no 
more active part than heretofore in any 
new negotiations. 

The greater part of the Russian troope 
are moving in the direction of Belgrade 
to secure a passage through Dobruilscha, 
which is eiiieeted to bo the object of tho 
principal attack. It ia thouglit that the 
L'urks will not arrive in lime to prevent 
the passage of the Rus-ian army. 

New York, .April 23.— A private cable 
dispatch from London s.iya: After the 
olo-o of business to-day consols declined 
to 94 J',' for money; 94 for account of ex- 
port. 

An English fleet has been ordered to tho 
BosphoruB,and another fleut in readiness 
for a reserve. 

Bkrlin, April 20 — In the reichstag to- 
day there was con-iderable discussion 
over tho speech of Gen. Von Moltko, some 
of tho members maintaining that it was a 
direct menace to Franco, and would likely 
cause much unnecessary diplomatic cor- 
respondence. Gen. Von Moltke.in reply- 
ing, referred to the osi.'-ting good relations 
between the French and German govern- 
ments, and tht-n said his remarks could 
not ba construed as a threat or warning 
to Franco. If his speech had caused un- 
due excitement, it was a result only of the 
present agiiatad state of affairs in Europe 
and not from any utterances made by him. 

London, April 26 —A rumour u cur- 
rent this afternoon that the British fieet 
has been ordered to ttie Bospborons. If 
this is trne, the fleet goes for observation 
only, and not for participation in war, un- 
less the British Eibti-ru possessions are 
threatened. Tho British government and 
people realize that they are not in a con 
dition for war, considering their failing 
trade, commerce and crops, but if Russia 
presumes on thO!«0 'cironmstancos and 
menaces British Eastern interests, Eng- 
land's borrowing power will bo found un- 
impaired, and her people will bo found 
more unanimous against Christian Russia 
than they now are against tbo Musselmen. 



Progress Report Canadian Faoiflo Bail- 
way. 

Ottawa, April H. 
Mr. Sandford Fleming's progress report 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway survey 
has been laid before the Minister of Pub- 
J^o W orks. Those surveys commenced in 
1871, so that now they have extended 
over a period of six years. They stretch 
from tho valley of the Ottawa wast of tho 
Oaphalfto the Pacific Coast. As in the 
former report, the territory traversed is 
divided into three sections— woodland, 
P«'*>"0| nDa-mountain regions. 

The expenditnre on the survey during 
the SIX years ha4 amounted to 33,130,615. 
The largest sum expended in any year 
was 3791,121 in 1875; 3509,493 was spent 
last ysar. The operations detailed have 
assumed tho form of explorations, explo- 
ratory surveys, revised surveys, trial lo- 
cations, location sarvoys, and revised lo

in the report. Those to which most in- 
terest naturally attaches have taken place 
in the region west of the Rocky Moun- 
tains. The severity of the winter of 1875- 
76 in British Columbia was quito unpre- 
cedented, and consequently afTcrded a 
favorable opportunity of ostimoting tho 
maximum amount of diflloulty likely to 
arise from climate causes. The report 
states that a trial location survey was 
completed from the Yellow Head Pass by 
the banks of the Fraser to Fort George, 
and across the country to the Homathoo, 
where a roaurvey and location has been 
efifected through the Cascade chain to 
Waddington Harbor. Great improve- 
ment has been made on the first line trac- 
ed. It is not possible to avoid tunnels 
and heavy rook excavations alnngr the de- 
scent by tho Homathco to the sea, but it 
IB fouuil that the quantity of work first 
deemed necessary can bo much reduced. 
The last surrey shows eight tunnels, with 
an aggrL^ato length of l]i miles, on the 
first 46 miles east from Waddington Har- 
bor, aud six tunnels, in all three-quarters 
of a mile long, thence to the Yellow Head 
summit— a total aggregate on this route 
of 14 tunnels, the length being two miles 
on the 547 miles of line. The heaviest 
ascents from the sea are 105.6 feet, 84 feet 
and 66 foot per mile. Tho aggregate I 
length of the first is 13% miles, and of 
the two latter, three miles. At no point 
on the remaining length do the giadieuta 
exceed 52.8 feet per mile. The trial loca- 
tion survey from the Dean Channel by 
tho Salmon, Blsckwater, and T»n"lt'ooii 
l ivers to n !><>«» t uC intersection with the 
Bute Inlet.li.ne in . the Ghilioothe Valley 
baa'.iaBnliai^avSr&IiIyj^: kThb line to Dean 
Inlet ia 65 miles shorter than to Bate In- 
let.

With the ex- 
ception of tlieso 28 miles there is na gra- 
dient over 52.8 per mile between Dea,n 
Inlet and the Yellow Head immmit. For 
a diwtanceof twenty miles heavy bridging 
and excavation will be called for, tngetner 
with thirteen tunnels of an aggregate 
ength of two milt s. The explumtory 
survey of an alternative line from Dean 
Inlet has been made. It leaves tho Sal- 
mon River about 45 miles from tidewater 
orosnes a divide to waters whieh flow in u 
north -easterly direction, and follows the 
course of the Rivers Euchu, Nechaco, 
and Stewart to a point near Fort 
George. With some exceptions, the 
gradients and works of construction on 
thit line would bo easy, but its length is 
fifteen miles greater than the more south- 
ern line to Dean In et. The exploration 
made this year south and west from Luke 
Francois devalop the fact that a favour- 
able Hue 'with>liglitv gradients from Fort 
George to within 22 miles of Kenano Bay 
on Gardner Inlet can be secured.' •< On the 
remaining 22 miles, however, grave'difll*. 
oulties are to be met with. 

The re-Burvey along the River Eraser 
between Yale and Lytton establishes the 
entire practicability of the line between 
these points. Easy undulating t^ipi^adienta 
may be secured, but the works of con- 
struction will bo heavy. 

The Yi-llow Head pass is still found to 
bo the mo>t eligible point for crossing tho 
Rocky Mountain range. The attempts 
made after leaving Tete Jauna Oache to 
pit- rce tho Cariboo mountains have ail 
failed, and these have consequently to be 
flanked by a considerable northerly diver- 
gence The Cascades present tbe finil 
diflicultioa of the undertaking That chain 
of mountains has been pierced by no less 
than twelve different linos. Of these it is 
known that five, which have been instru- 
mentally surveyed, are practicable for 
railway construction, and it ia beliovtd 
three others can be placed in tbe same ca- 
tegory. Of these, two terminate at Bur- 
rard Inlet, ono at Howe Sound, two at 
Bute Inlet, one at the North B8ntinck,oue 
at Dean Inlet, one at Gardner Inlet and 
the last at Port Essington. Tho several 
routes are described, and the tenor of tho 
report is certainly moat favorable to one 
of those terminating at Burrard Inlet. In 
dobormtning tho route through British 
Columbia the following points have to bo 
considerocl: — (1) length; (2) diflicultioa 
of construction; (3) cost; (4) facilities 
for cheap transportation; (5) cost of 
maintaining aud operating; (0) local re- 
sources; (7) population aud local advan- 
tages; (8} through traflic; and (9) the 
terminus. Tha length of the shortest 
route, terminating at Burrard, Inlet, is 
461 miles, and tho longest 493' The two 
routes torrainr.ting at Bute Inlet are 550 
and 54(jmiloK respeotivoly in length. 'I'ho 
estimates of coat through British Colum- 
bia are thus given : — 

To Burrard Inlet, tho route known as 
No. 2, and measuring 493 miles, 335,000,- 
000.

rard Inlet, With regard to the passage 
from the open ocean, Waddington harbor 
has seriously disadvantugos not possessed 
by Rurrard Inlot.and has noadvontagos to 
compensate for those deficiencies." An 
objection, he. rbiharks,- urged against a 
terminus at Burrard Inlet is that access 
might bo difficult from tbo ocean in tha 
event of hostilities with tho United States. 
Iho objection, together with the fact that 
the railroad itself from Burrard 
Inlet to Hope would run for soma 
(jO miles close to tha frontier 
claims attention, and points to the risk of 
the communication being impeded on oc- 
cawons when the railway might be moit 
imperatively demanded. Tho danger of 
comtnunication between the ocoanand the 
teminns being interrupted or broken 
might to some extent be obviated by es- 
tablishing a railway across Vancouver 
Islttud and by keeping open the water 
oommunioation across the Straits of 
Georgia. 

In the prairie region, from tha eastern 
boundary of British Columbia to Red 
River, a distance of 1,040 miles, the line 
IS practically established. On 787 miles 
the telegraph has been erected.
